I GLOSE CILL 


FRISCO SWITCH ENGINE STRIKES 
HIS ATTO—LITTLE DAMAGE 
DONE. 


\About 
JO this m orning Dr. Faust 
and R. C. Rosser had a very close 
call in a collision between the doc­ 
to r's auto and the Frisco sw itch en­ 
gine at th e Broadway crossing. 
A string of freight cars extending 
alm ost to the crossing prevented the 
occupants of the car from seeing the 
approaching engine, and they were 
alm ost on the crossing before hear­ 
ing the bell. The doctor reversed his 
m achine, but seeing th at it was too 
late to sto p - he made a high jum p 
and landed m a safer spot. .Mr. Ros­ 
ser followed, and as he went out his 
foot caught and he received a fall. 
However, he did some fast and fancy 
rolling away from the track and es­ 
caped injury. 
The engine was running very slow ­ 
ly and stopped after dragging the 
auto about ten feet. T he m achine was 
dam aged com paratively little. A spoke 
in the rear wheel w as broken, the air 
knocked out of the tire, th e fender 
bent som ew hat and a lamp broken. 


CRUCE SHS THERE 


SHILL RE NO FIERI 


Oklahom a City, June 19.—A clean 
knockout to all hope* of the M orris- 
F lynn prize fight, scheduled for July 
4, being pulled off at Sapulpa or any 
other place in Oklahoma, was “slipped 
o ver” 
Saturday 
by 
Govern ar 
Lee 
Cruce in the shape of a 
letter 
to 
Sheriff J. W. 
Berry 
of 
Sapulpa, 
Creek county. In words which leave 
no room for doubt or argum ent, the 
letter from the chief executive de­ 
clares th at he will do everything in 
his power to stop the go “between a 
m an nanr.rv Flynn and Carl M orris,” 
characterizing the fight as a “brutal 
contest,” and a ‘‘blot” on the state. 
Governor Cruce intim ates that it is 
“up to” th e local officials to put a 
stop to prize fights, and brings in a 
m ention of ‘'the m ilitary arm of the 
governm ent.” declaring that th? fight 
will not take place even if it becomes 
necessary to call out the entire m ili­ 
tary fore? of the state to see th a t the 
law is enforced and the good nam e 
of 
Oklahom a 
properly 
protected.” 
C ontests of this kind, he says, “have 


been outlaw ed in 
practically every 
civilized com m unity in Am erica.” The 
governor is insistent on learning what 
Sheriff Berry is going to do about 
it. 
"It is your duty to see that the law 
is enforced," Cruce declares em phati­ 
cally. 
, 
“Supplem enting the letter. Gover­ 
nor Cruce said Saturday evening: 
Means It All. 
“I m eant ju st exactly what the let­ 
ter conveyed, and lf the proper steys 
are not taken by the local officials, 
I will st% th at proper steps are tag- 
en.” 


The fight was originally scheduled 
to take place at T ulsa, but on account 
of protests there it was transferred 
to Sapulpa, and has been so widely 
advertised th a t an enorm ous crowd 
was expected to see Flynn, who has 
fought some of the best heavyweights 
in the business, tak e on Carl M orris, 
the “White* Man’s H ope,” and 
the 
governor said *’nav.’

tion of the office.

question of tax assessor for Ponto­ 
toc county by appointing X. T. Heard 
of 
Stonew all. 
The 
announcem ent 
came as a surprise to many, for Mr. 
H ard had not made any special fight 
for it until a day or tw o before. How­ 
ever, he is a man who is fully com ­ 
petent to fill the office, is a zealous 
worker in the dem ocratic party, and 
will treat all alike. Under the law 
he will assum e the duties of the of­ 
fice Jan u ary I.

Stand In With Your Feet 


Ruling on School Transfers. 
Oklahoma City, Ok., June 18.—Ac­ 
cording to a ruling of the Attorney 
General the act of the last Legisla­ 
tu re perm itting 
transfer 
of school 
children of one district to another 
requires observance of th e following 
conditions: The child m ust reside at 
least two m iles from the school house 
in 
his 
home 
district, " the 
tran sfer 
m ust be requested by the parent or 
guardian, 
and 
the county 
-uperin- 
tendent m ust find th at the tran sfer 
is not adverse to the interests of the 
schools, and this finding m ust be bas­ 
ed upon facts. An inquiry affecting 
the law w’as made to the educational 
departm ent by W esley Fox, County 
Superintendent in M arshall County, 
and refer r d to the attorney general. 


The chautauqua closed last even­ 
ing with a program by the Star Male

While it was well attended through­ 
out the course, M anager Gould stated 
that the course lacked a sm all am ount 
of meeting its expenses.

The afternoon program was a short 
concert by the quartet and a lecture 
by Lee ‘F rancis Lybarger on “Land, 
Labor and W ealth.” As a rule sub­ 
jects of this ch aracter do not gre a t­ 
ly in terest the average person, but 
so deeply was the speaker imbued 
with his subject, and so forcefully did 
he 
present 
it. 
th at 
he 
com pletely 
captured and held the large audience 
for two hours. 
•He stated that a t present one per 
cent of the wealth or the nation is 
in the hands of only one per cent 
of the population. Fifty-four percent 
of the population haw not even the 
shadow’ of a claim to a home, and the 
m ajority of the others live in homes 
that are m ortgaged. H e declared th at 
no republic could long exist under 
such conditions which have place only 
under a monarchy. A sim ilar state of 
affairs brought about the downfall of 
Greece, Rome and Persia, and when 
the French revolution broke out four- 
fifths of the wealth of the country 
was In the hands of the royal family 
and the nobility. In our own case he 
m entioned the fact that in 1850 there 
were only ten m illionaires in Phila­ 
delphia, now there are 200. In New 
York there were tw enty-eight, today 
there are 2,000, white in the country 
at large there are 7,000. 
This great concentration of wealth 
has been brought about by the reck­ 
less m anner in which public fran ­ 
chises have been granted to monopo­ 
lists and giant corporations and by 
m eans of 
the 
protective 
tariff. 
Through these the people are at the 
mercy of a handful of 
men 
who 
thrive, not upon The real property 
they own, but by the power they have 
to levy tribute on the- people and 
thus deprive them of w hat is justly 
their own. 
He declared th at the old political 
parties have practically ceased to ex­ 
ist. The insurgent wings of the two 
are com ing closer together, whii 
the 
same is true of the standpat elem ents 
The first 
named 
stand 
for 
the 
rights of the people, while the latter 
elem ents are strictly under the domi­ 
nation of the money power. He ex­ 
pressed a fervent hope that the pro­ 
gressive elem ents of the tw o parties 
will join hands in the next cam paign

der that they turn white with fear 
and refuse to testify. 


Mor# impressive 
Than Spoken Words. 
The reason 
a 
pign is employed 
rather than a spoken word or token 
is due to the fact that Italians and 
Sicilians of the more ignorant class 
carry on a large part of their inter­ 
course by means of gestures. A shrug 
sign of as malign significance as 
of the shoulders, the raising of the 
that of the skull and crossbones on 
the black flag at the peak of the 
pirate ship of old. 
This sign was made in New' York, 
in Justice Faucett’s court, and a wit­ 
ness quailed and became speechless. 
It was made again in Justice O’Sul­ 
livan s court, and a witness cowered 
and shook like one with the palsy. 
W hat is this sign of death? 
Wil­ 
liam P. Flynn, head of the detective 
bureau, second deputy commissioner 
of the police department, for years 
a secret service 
man, 
shrewd, re­ 
sourceful. successful, knows it well. 
He has seen it. 
They put one sign 
of death on the body of a victim—a 
sign of death accomplished, for to. 
kill for vengeance without it would 
not strike terror. 
The 
sign about 
which Chief Flynn tells is the other— 
the warning.

HE death sign, used exclusively 
among southern 
Italians 
and 
Sicilians, is made by placing 
the forefinger of the right hand be­ 
tween the teeth. 
The 
instant 
the 
sign is seen by the one for whom it 
Is intended the finger is withdrawn. 
The entire movement 
rarely takes 
more than 
two 
or three seconds. 
Often it is made in a single second, 
and for that reason It escapes the 
notice of even the sharpest observers. 
When this sign is made by a leader or 
representative of a gang of bad men 
It never fails to strike terror into the 
hearts of witnesses, no m atter how 
bold or courageous they may be. 
I 
have seen witnesses who had pre­ 
viously declared their willingness to 
testily and who were assured of pro­ 
tection suddenly turn white as a sheet 
and refuse to utter 
another word 
against the prisoner who was on trial. 
The death sign had been given to 
them in open court, and they knew 
they would be killed if they said an­ 
other word. 
And it is undoubtedly 
true that their lives would be for­ 
feited if they disobeyed the sign. Not 
in open court, of course, for the mem­ 
bers of those gangs are arrant cow­ 
ards, but sooner or later some of 
their number would murder their vic­ 
tim. 
The uneducated southern Italians 
and Sicilians with whom the police 
have to deal are more superstitious 
than any other race of people living 
in New York. 
Sign omens have a 
peculiar significance for them. 
The 
death sign is a .tradition with them. 
They have heard about It before they 
could even talk. 
They are brought 
up to dread It, just 
as thev 
are 
brought up to dread the Black Hand. 


eyebrows, a gesture of the arms may 
mean more to them than whole sen­ 
tences. 
Then. too. a sign is more 
impressive than a spoken or writ­ 
ten word. 
And of course it can be 
made more quickly and is far less 
likely to be detected. 
The origin of the death sign Is ob­ 
scure. 
I doubt if any of the men who 
have used it could tell how it orig­ 
inated. 
It is very evident that the 
placing of the finger to the lips means 
silence— as a sign of silence it is j 
as old as the hills. 
Probably the 
pressure of the teeth on the finger 
is significant of the fate that wll. 
follow if the injunction covered in 
the sign is disobeyed. 
The sign has 
befn employed in southern Italy a1 
most as long as tribunals have ex­ 
isted. and it has doubtless been usee 
many 
times here in America sine# 
we began to receive so many Italian* 
that a distinct criminal class arose 
among them. 
Trials of Italians for 
such crimes as counterfeiting. Black 
Hand and kidnaping cases in recent 
years have brought it to the attention 
of the public. 
When witnesses in 
these cases suddenly refused to tes­ 
tify in open court the judges, the 
prosecutors and the police knew the 
death sign had been given, but it had 
been done b o quickly and mysterious­ 
ly that few knew how It was accom­ 
plished. 
\\ hlle I was in the secret service 
I had to deal with many Italian and 
Sicilian counterfeiters, and in several 
of the cases my witnesses whom I 
felt certain would "come through”— 
this is police parlance for telling the 
true story on the witness 
stand— 
stopped short in the middle of their 
testimony, and nothing could induce 
them to u tter another word. 
So in 
subsequent cases I watched the peo­ 
ple in the court room very closely 
and I was rewarded by seeing the 
death sign 
made 
clearly and dis­ 
tinctly. 
It was made 
just aB 
I 
described it—a quick ^notion to the 
teeth with the forefinger of the right 
hand. 


Two Cases That Prove 
Potency of the Sign. 
Maria Rappa. who with Stanislaus 
Pattenza was on trial last December 
for kidnaping Guiseppe Longo and 
Miehaele Rizzo, was given the death 
sign in open court. 
She would have 
told her whole story but for that rea­ 
son. 
A member cf the gang of Black 
Handers who were associated with 
her gave her the sign and she posi­ 
tively refused to talk further. 
Noth 
lng would move her. 
She knew if 
she made any disclosures she would 
be killed. Justice Lewis Fawcett who 
tried the case, admitted It No one 


Impossible to Make 
Woman Give Testimony. 
Suddenly she shrieked: "No, no; I 
know nothing! I swear I know noth­ 
ing at all.” 
Her lawyer jumped to 
his feet and told the court that she 
bad confessed her part in the crime 
to him and th at she had agreed to 
tell it on the witness stand. 
But the 
Martinese 
woman 
was 
immovable. 
She would not utter a word except to 
deny her knowledge of the crime. 
While she was protesting her in­ 
nocence a polic^jnan rushed to the 
prisoner’s pen and caught Pietro *Pam- 
pinelli, the man on trial, by the arm. 
He had seen him give her the death 
sign and he so Informed the court. 
Subsequent attem pts were made to 
get the Martinese womanf to confess, 
but without success. 
Like others who 
had received the sign she knew any 
confession on her part would be fol­ 
lowed by a hideous death. 
Of course, there are scores of writ 
ten death signs. The skull and cross- 
bones has been a sign of death for 
centuries. 
The Chinese have a death 
sign with which they mark the house 
of a man selected for slaughter, and 
I suppose every race has some sort 
of written sign which is synonymous 
with death and which has come down 
from the earliest times. 
To this day 
when an Italian is murdered his rela­ 
tives dip their fingers in his blood 
and make a cross with it. The cross. 
by the way, has been the symbol of 
death in almost every clime and age. 
But the death sign we are confront­ 
ed with today is the quick gesture 
which I have described. It is peculiar 
to the southern 
Italians 
and the 
Sicilians. 
I have never known it to 
be employed by criminals of any oth­ 
er nationality, and in my career I 
have dealt with men of all races. 
It 
is a serious thwarting of Justice, but 
I h a\e no doubt that it really means 
death for the person who disregards 
it. 
M bile Italian criminals are cow­ 
ards when it comes to fighting any 
one not of their own race, the spirit 
of the vendetta is born in them. The 
fact that several witnesses who impli­ 
cated their fellow* countrymen in seri­ 
ous crimes have been mysteriously 
murdered not long afterward proves 
that the death sign 
is a dreadful, 
horrible reality.—New York Sunday 
World:

J h e arrow was designed so that being 
fixed in the bow, or when ready to be 
thrown, the canvas was ignited and 
the arrow hurled at the house intend 
cd for destruction. 
By the time it 
reached its destination the cloth would 
be burned sufficiently to ignite the 
matches and an explosion w*ould oc­ 
cur, setting fire to the surrounding 
nipa or bamboo. 
Standing off at a 
convenient distance in a paddy field 
or a dark street the miscreant would 
be able to ignite and fire his arrow 
arid then escape without detection.— 
Manila Times.
